2. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 1, wherein said 
universal movement includes rotating said amnrest means X degrees about said swivel 
bas e means mil. 

3. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 2, wherein X 
degrees is b etw ee n about 0 degrees and about 18 9 over a range from Q deqrefts to 36Q 



4. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 3, wherein in 
said universal movement further includes tilting said amirest means Y degrees about said 
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5. (Original) The armrest assembly according to claim 4, wherein Y degrees is 
between about 0 degrees and about 180 degrees. 

6. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 5. wherein said 
universal movement still further includes turning said armrest means Z degree about said 
swiv e l b ase putf^r split ball means. 

7. (Original) The aonrest assembly according to claim 6, wherein said Z degrees is 
between about 0 degrees and about 180 degrees. 

8. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 1, wherein said 
universal movement includes tilting, rotating and turning said armrest means in any one of 
three different axis in a range between about 0 degreies and about 180 degrees. 

9. (Presently Amended)) A phlebotomy armrest to help facilitate drawing blood 
from the arm of a patient, comprising: 

an armrest supported from below by a universal adjustment arrangement to place 
the arm of the patient in any one of a plurality of desired position planes relative to a 
supporting surface;

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10. (Presently Amended) The phlebotomy armrest according to claim 9. wherein 
said universal adjustment arrangement rotates and turns about a bal l unit hav i ng mjler 
c^ piit hall inrfudes a control knob for securing said armrest in said any one of a plurality of 
desired position planes relative to a supporting surface. 

11. (Presently Amended) The phlebotomy amnrest according to claim 10 wherein 
said baH-tmrt <^pni]nng armn gpmfint is mounted on a distal end portion of a-said riser; and 
whArPin qaid riser that travels along a rectilinear path ofiiravet to raise and lower said 
armrest to further facilitate placing the arm of the patient in said any one of a plurality of 
desired position planes relative to a supporting surface. 

12. (Original) The phlebotomy armrest according to claim 11, wherein said riser is 
secured to a single load control lever that facilitates raising and lowering said riser and 
locking said raiser in position so that said armrest is placed in said any one of a plurality of 
desired position planes relative to a supporting surface.

16. (Presently Amended) An armrest assembly comprising: 

a hinrk likfi base unit having a nutnut for rftneivina therein an am rail; 

a clamping arrangement nn,,pipri tn said cutout for helping to secure said base unit 

tn said arm rail a stationary surfac e: 

a housing unit mount e d to an armrest p l atform a nd having a pliirRlity of split balls 

swivel un i t mounted therein , said swive l un i t inc l uding a spl i t bail arrangem e nt that 

facilitates rotational movement, turning movement, and tilting movement; 

pn j^rmresf platform supported f rnm hftlow by said housing unit: and 

an e longat e d a straight riser sli dably mounted within said base unit and having its 

distal end mounted within an ind iwiHuai one of said split ball arrang e m e nt plurality of split 
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balls to facilitate rotational, turning, and tilting movement of said annrest platform relative 
to said stat i onary surfac e arm rail. 

17. (Presently Amended) The armrest assembly according to claim 16, wtierein 
said upWt ba l l arrangement pliirafi^ ^p'^ halls includes a stationary ball, a moveable ball 
and a locking arrangement that secures said moveable ball in a fixed stationary position 
relative to said stationary ball. 

18. (New) A portable armrest, comprising: 

a housing having a plurality of mounting surfaces and having mounted therein a 
plurality of lockable split balls for providing universal movement, said plurality of lockable 
split balls including a stationary split ball, a moveable split ball and a locking arrangement 
that secures said moveable ball in a fixed stationary position relative to said stationary 
ball; and 

an armrest platform mounted to said plurality of mounting surfaces to facilitate 
lockable universal movement of said armrest relative to a stationary surface. 

19. (New) The portable armrest according to claim 18 further comprising: 

a clamping riser arrangement adapted to be secured between the stationary 
surface and said stationary split ball for supporting said armrest from the stationary 
surface and for facilitating raising and low/ering of said armrest to a desired distance from 
the stationary surface; and 

wherein said amnrest includes at least one slidably adjustable extension. 

20. (New) A method of preparing a patient of a phlebotomy procedure, comprising 
the steps of: 

providing a housing having a plurality of mounting surfaces and having mounted 
therein a plurality of lockable split balls for providing universal movement, said plurality of 
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lockable split balls including a stationary split ball, a moveable split ball and a locking 
arrangement that secures said moveable ball in a fixed stationary position relative to said 
stationary ball; 

wherein said plurality of mounting surfaces have mounted thereto an armrest 
platform to facilitate lockable universal movement of the amnrest platform relative to a 
stationary surface; and 

turning said annrest to a desired position, wherein said desired position is between 
about 0 degrees to about 180 degrees relative to said stationary surface; 

rotating said annrest to another desired position, wherein said another desired 
position is between about 0 degrees to about 180 degrees relative to said stationary 
surface; and 

tilting said armrest to yet another desired position, wherein said another desired 
position is between about 0 degrees to about 180 degrees relative to said stationary 
surface. 
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
